Truck Driver Dies in Canyon Crash

A tractor-semitrailer driver 
who tried to avoid an on-coming 
vehicle sliding into his path in 
Provo Canyon died on his way to 
the hospital Wednesday after- 
noon. 

“We got the call about the 
accident around 1:07 (p.m.) and 
were informed by the hospital 
around 2:14 (p.m.) that the driver 
died.” said Utah Highway Patrol 


dispatcher Lila Vincent. 

The driver of the westbound 
White tractor was identified as 
36-year-old Edward Mike Ham- 
burg of Salt Lake City. 

Vincent said Steven C. Jones, 
23, of Provo was identified as the 
driver of the eastbound 1978 Suba- 
ru that collided with the Ham- 
burg vehicle. 

UHP investigators said Jones 
apparently lost control of his ve- 
hicle on ice and slid into the path 
of the on-coming truck in the 
three-lane section of Provo Can- 


yon just east of Canyon Glen 
Park. 

Jones, a member of Brigham 
Young University’s ski team, re- 
ceived a minor head injury. 

UHP officials said Hamburg 
apparently tried unsuccessfully to 
avoid colliding with Jones; car. 

After the crash, Hamburg’s ve- 
hicle whent over an embankment, 
ripping out small and large trees 
and a small cinder-block building. 
It came to a Stop in Canyon Glen 
Park. Jones’ vehicle remained on 


the canyon road.

Explosions Rock South Yeme: 


Western diplomats and shipping 
sources said the capital of South 
Yemen was rocked by loud blasts 
and “sky-high balls of flame” to- 
day, the fourth day of violent 
struggles between two Marxist fac- 
tions for control of the pro-Soviet 
country. 

On Wednesday, a Kuwaiti news 
agency reported that rebellious 
armed forces had been largely iso- 
lated by the government. In New 
Dehli, India, South Yemen's prime 
minister, Heider Abu Bakr al-At- 
tas, said the revolt was “under 
control and getting better.” 

However, a Japanese trading 
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company executive, who spoke on 
condition he not be identified, said 
today, ‘Gunfire broke out again 
this morning in the port suburb, 
and sky-high balls of flame were 
Sighted by ships anchored outside 
the harbor.” 

A Western diplomat reached by 
telephone in Sanaa, North Yemen, 
Said his embassy received~ radio 
messages about “deafening blasts 
and a huge fire in an ammunition 
dump" near Aden, the capital. 

“It appears that fighting has 
spread to all six provinces (of 
South Yemen), he said. “In Aden, 
gunfire and rocket fighting has 


been raging between the two sid 
since dawn. Regulars and militi 
men are using tanks, artillery ai 
even jetfighters.”’
